Tho parties in this.cago were the same as 
those in a cago tricd ‘before His Lordship 
Tast weck for’ the rotiin! of $60 which had 
beon paid as passage money by tho atcamor 
Canton, the charterors ‘of which vessel had 
absconded. His Lordship gave judgmentin 
favour of the defendant in that case ns it was 
proved that’tho money had beon paid to 
tha Man Tung: On, the partneré ‘of which 
had absconded, and for which the defeu- 
dant acted as broker, His Lordship on 
giving judgment‘ thon sid ‘that . whether 
the broker could gba made responsible for 
providing a passage was a question for the 
plaintiff's counsel to consider. An action 
waa broughtin Court this morning by tho 

laintiff for payment ‘of the sum of $50 
fer breach of contract, ; 

Evidence: was heard, when Mr Bailoy 
said that, under certain circumstances, an 
agent might be mado liable. He called 
attention to the rule laid down in Storey, 
that a person contracting! was [able in all 
cases where he contracts on his,own namo, 
or ‘apparontly:: incurred _ responsibi.ties; 
whether oxpress or implied. Ho sub-| 
mitted that on tho face of the contract 
the defendant was personally liablo, as in 
the body of the contract there was nota 
word describing him to. bo contracting on 
behalf of anybody but himself, and at the 
end of the contract there was no sign of 
him having signed as procurator for any 
one. Chung Kung Po, passage broker, was 
distinctly signed. In any case he, Mr 
Bailey, would rely upon the principle that 
in a contract of this kind, and taking into 
consideration -the fact that the defendant 
had not signed per procuration, he would 
submit that the plaintiff was entitled to $50 
damagesfor breach of this contract, Inroply 
to an inquiry by His Lordship regarding 
the Ordinance, Mr Bailey said with regard 
to the bond entered into by the broker pro- 
vided for the ‘proper carrying out of his 
dutics, and the forfeiture of his bonds if he 
failed to do.so. He apprehended that no 
provision of Shat kind would have . been 
made if the broker wns to bea mere non- 
entity as it appeared he was from the 
evidence given :the other day. ‘This hond 
implicd that the broker was entitled to bo 
of some use atid to have some responsibi- 
lities. That he had sonie duties tu perform 


was evident, because the whole of chapter 
six of tho Ordinance related to an emigra- 
tion passage broker. It was clearly shown 
in the Ordinance that it was implied that 
the broker had authority to receive money, 
and in certain cases give it back. It was 
laid down, in England that all passengers 
might sue a, passage “broker.” Impliedly Ie 
should say -there was’ no doubt that a 
passage broker was intended, when these 
regulations: were drawn up, to be mado 
Table, and lie believed the Ordinance in 
force here was drawn’ up almost contem- 
peraneously with the English Act. 

* Mr:Francis said ho. thought the broker 
was only liable ‘in his representative capaci- 
ty.

The defendant 
sent Henderson in the Wrecker with the 
ship-wrecked crow on board to Muniln, 
thence he proceeded to Hongkong, an 
the consequence was that the plaintiff was 
left on this island for 10 months, It is not 
easy to deal with circumstanees so unusual. 
The ovidence given of it buing a custom 
to insort in contracts, stipulations for mates 
in such vessels to work on board or on 
shore, cannot affect a case in which there 
was to written or verbal contract of the 
kind. The plaintif'I find consented to go 
on shore at this Island, and work at making 
copra; this must be assumed to be only 
for a reasonable time, which must be con- 
ceived to be for about two months. He 
was loft there an unreusonablo time, 10} 
months, without relivf or evmuunication 
with any Enropenn exeept Torry, who seems 
to have exercised ps curious sort of semi- 
aternal Govermnont in the neighbouting 
island. After much consideration, 1 think 
that the plaintiff was entitled to a higher 
rate of remuneration thun $25 a month 
after the reasonable time of his.atay on the 
island had expired. 1 allow him $40 a 
month for this period. The amount of re- 
muneration, or } per cent. -per lb. on copra 
prepared, was the sum offered to the plaintiff 
to the defendant through Henderson when 
the Wrecker culled to bring him away, if he 
would prolung his atay in the Island. The 
defendant explains that he had a, special 
object in view in wishing the plaintiff to 
remain, but-it seems to. me that it may - le 
taken’as a fair estimate-oF the value of 
plaintiff's services during his: enforced 1¢- 
sidence on the Islund— because all the rer- 
suns alleged by the defendant wore in 
oxistenes. I allow nothing for making the 
copra; this was clearly contemplated as 
included in any’sum paid by way of ealary 
and was to be paid only in the alteruative of 
plaintiff choosmg to bo paid in that woy, 
as other men bad beon, Tho Wrecker re- 
turned with the plaintiff to Yap, and the 
next day he seems to have gone on shore 
and hnd «disturbance with a man’ named 
Sandy, a native overseer., Sandy complained 
to O'Keefe, and O'Keefe went on board to 
sperk to Henderson, then in command of 
tho lorcha and to expostulate with 
M‘Guinness. Theevidence satisties me that 
the plaintiff behaved in the most vivleut 
manner without any suiliciont cause. 
A fight ensued between plaintiff and de- 
fendant which, but for the prudence of 
Henderson in taking a revolver from the 
plaintiff, might have ended in murder, or 
Manslaughter at any rate, The defendant 
would be quite justified in dismissing him 
from that date, April 6th, for his conduct on 
thisoccasion. Plaintiffwas much cxasperated 
no doubt by his long detention in the St. 
Dayid’s' group. He resented it strongly, 
and, on being reprimanded for having a row 
with Sandy, he lost hia temper and assaulted 
the defendant iu the most violent manner. 
Bad os his conduct was it was to some 
extent excusable. But the defendant had 
other reasons for discharging the plaintiff 
which are wholly inexcusable. Itis proved 
that he had ill-treated the crow io various 
wnya, and that they refused any longor to 
work under a man of such violent and fero~ 
cious temper, [hold that ho was properly 
discharged on April Gth, and ceased to have 
any claim on defondant after that date. 
He came up to Hongkong under arrest as a 
passenger and tock no part in the manage- 
ment of the Wrecker, I thereforo allow 
tho plaintiff five months’ wages at the rato 
of $25 month, and 74 months’ wages at 
$40.0 month. This sum slightly exceeds 
tha sum paid into Court by the defendant.

News has reached here from Kriping that 
the native miners there refuse to work in 
the Tong mines by job-work, but want sv 
much a day, which has partly stopped the 
working. The Iron Mine scheme there is 
abandoned partly becatise it is prohibited. 
The ore is inferior to Pung-chung and, as 
Mr Burnett saya, the quantity would not 
pay for erecting the works there, whilst he 
thinks that thore may be at Pung-chung 
sufticient for 1000’ years, and ho udmits that 
Kaiping is a mistaken place as compared 
with Pung-chung. If so, it is a pity that 
dd Kaiping Mines were begun, and why 
was Mr J. Henderson’s scheme condeinned 
thon, when it is now recognized that it was 
ufter all the hest{ Or is it because Taota 
Yang went there and drew a map, proving 
that the tail of the Dragon connected with 
tho Tomb of the Eastern -Empress and was 
interfered with by the Tong mine? The 
Edict, at any rate, came forbidding work 
there ag far as the Iron minos are con- 
cerned, but to_go on if possible with the 
Coal mines. It is to bo hoped that tho 
money invested in the Tong. mines will. ba 
recovered ‘by reclaiming the wastelands, 
partly bought and partly granted, and: con- 
verting thein into farm land, which is a 
great undortaking of Mr ‘Tong King-sing’s, 
and if successful will-be a great boon to the 
countrymen. : Z 2

OTIONS AS TO THE 
PF ODEATIE 
{ China Review. 

It ia o striking example‘ of tho practical 
difficulties which beset ‘the task of forensic 
Interprotation in China that such a simple 
question as Tas he: dead? should admit 
of two different answers, Ves and No, 
aceording to whether the European or tho 
Chinese idea as~to when death ocoure be 
followed. We beliove, and Probably with 
accuracy, that, man is'dead when-ho bas 
ocased to breathe, and wher his blood no 
longer ciroulates; the Chineso consider him 
still alive whilst a trace of warmth lingers 
in the body, ‘Thus the two estimates may 
differ by several hours. 

Tho writer was for some years Coroner of 
Hongkong, and was abla effeotively to fol- 
low and check bis very competent Inter- 
preter, when the langurge was Cantonese. 
The time of death formed n atumbling-block 
in almost. every Chinese ease, even when 
thero was no suspicion and the question was 
immaterial. The medical evidence would 
stiew that the deocased must hava been déad 
some hours when brought to Hospital, the 
relatives would swear he. was olive at the 
gate! - One old woman coolly informed the 
Court that the Dector did not know what he 
was-talking about, she knew the.man was 
not.deed; and on another. oocasion‘ the 
Coroner was. driven.to the revolting. condlu- 
sion that. an unfortunate girl had: been 
wantonly: buried alive, The apy t im. 
possibili of obtainjag a conviction alone 
preyented his resommending .& prosecution’ 
jor murder. In other cases the apparent per- 
jury of the witnesses on @ point of probably 
trifling importance rendered -it difficult’ to 
believe any ‘statement ‘they :might. make, 
“Can these. people speak the truth about 
anything. even if they try,” ‘was the feelin

. The investigation into the-eomplyints of 
tho Cargo Bont coolies was: resumed at tho 
Mixed Court yosterdey (18th) morning. 
About ine o'clock a laryc crowd of strikers 
assembled: in front of the Ynmén where 
they remuined perfectly quict and-orderly 
thronghout-the proceedings, in consequence 
probably of a.strong body of Polieo being 
posted at the entrance, and’ at intervals 
on each said of the road ; the foreign vou- 
stables were ‘armed with rifles and sword 
bayonets and the natives with batons. “The 
employers were. again represented by Mr 
Wheelock and Mr Pemberton, and there 
wero several other: foreigners present, ine 
cluding two Manicipal. Councillors;- who 
watched the case with much interest, The 
Taodahs of the boats und the original peti- 
“tioners were in atlendance. A lage reagtvo 
of Police was waiting at the Looza Station 
ready to turn out, at a minute's notico in 
the event of there being a riot.” Messrs 
Stripling and Wilson brought their swords 
with them in caso of being required for 
active duty, “The Conrt opened at 9,45; 
the Che-hsien Mo occupied tho Chair, with 
Mr Scott on his right and Mr Chén on his 
left. A bricf conversation ensued between 
the two magistrates, after which Chén 
retixed and presently returned with Mr 
Cheshire who took a seat next tohim. The 
headman, who had been in duranco vilo 
since Monday, us the coolics had threatened 
to kill him, was first called before the 
Bench. Mr Pemberton asked Mr Scatt if 
the man would Jiave to go down on his 
laces, and tho latter replied ‘that he thought 
he would ‘have ty. Mr Chén then directed 
him to kneel, and the order was complied 
j with, though with ‘evident reluctance. 
Tho Che-hsien asked the head cavlie how 
many men he employed and how inuch 
{they were paid. Tho laodah of No. 6 boat 
wag then called up and examined. His 
Worship asked him how many men were 
engaged in a boat, what were their respec- 
tive wages and the regulations genvtally 
followed. The Ingduh replied that, includ-: 
ing himsclf, there were seve men té o 
boat. Every. boat is entitled to $24 per 
month, which sum is\paid by Messrs 
Weelock &: Ov. to the head coolio, who 
keeps @2 and hands ‘over tho balanco to 
the lacdah. “Tho latter has tho entire 
responsibility of engaging men to serve 
under him, of providiny them with food, 
and of payiny their’ wages. A laodah’s 
wages ho added, is $4 per month. ‘The 
Che-hsien asked what was the actual cost 
of'a coolio’s fond. 
hundred cash a day, $3,50'a month is de- 
ducted from each an, which, wero the 
boat employed every day, would give the 
Inoduh a profit of $7 a month, On such 
days, however, ag the boats aro idle, the 
lacdah only rcevives twenty cents from 
Messrs Weeolock and Co., which grently 
aninishes the chaneo of the abuve profit 
‘being realised. ‘Tho head cnolie ig: ro- 
sponsible for all: the luodahs, end thoy‘in 
turn are responsible for all the coolics 
engaged by, and cmployed under, them- 
selves. Tho Ché-hsien then asked what 
wages are received by tho head coolio, to, 
which: the latter roplied: that he received 


one of tho coolics ‘belonging. to boat. Ni 
112, who said that _he only te 

and entered into a long story of his wrongs. 
The Che-hsieon told the cvmplainants that 
he had given the matter his careful con- 
sideration and. was of opinion that the 
thirty cents tuken by the hend coolio was 
in accordanee with Chinese custora ;. that 
the £3,50 deducted by the laodah was a 
reasonable charge, as food owas secured to 
them whether the bost was laid up or not, 
and he (the lacilah) had to indewnify him. 
self against Joss in the latter case. Tho 
balance of receivable by cach coulic 
was certainly: insufficient, jut neither tho 
head eoolie nor the luoduhs were to bline 
for this ; the proper course for the coolies 
to adopt was to make their complaint in 
the usual way to the employers, Measrs 
Wheelock & Co, His Worship added that 
if thy eanployers would not consent te an 
inorense, 2 petilion might be addressed 
either to the Magistrate uf the Mixed Court 
or to himself, and he would consult with 
tho Copsuls as to whut stops could be taken. 
The coolies then complained that the head 
mon was inthe habit of beating and other- 
wise ill-treating them and cutting thoir 
wages whon they did not pull well against 
the tide. On one ocension he had very 
aeveroly benten a covlie belonging to boat 
No. 124, when tho others refused to work, 
went on-shore, ond endeavoured to get 
other employment. ‘Kho head cvolie went 
to the French Police Station and caused a 
few of tho coolies to -be locked up.. This 
statomént’ waa ‘denied by “Mr. Wheelock,

Commercial Papers signify such papers 
as, though Written by Hand, do not hear 
the character of an actual or personal corre- 
spondence, such as invoices, decds, copied 
music, &. The charge on them is the same 
aa for books, but, whatever the weight of 
a packet containing any partially written 
paper, it will not be ddistoed Jess than & 
cents. 


The sender of any Registered Article 
may accompany it with a Return Receipt 
on paying an extra fde of 6 cents, 


The limit of weight for Books and Com- 
morcial Papers to Foreign Post Offices is 
41bs. - Patterns for such offices are limited 
to 8 ownees, and must not exceed these 
dimensions ; 8 inches, by 4 inches by 2 
inches. ~

3. Parcels are as.a general role forwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet, To India they. are forwarded by 
the P. & O. and Indian Mail Packets only, 
to Ceylon -by -P. & O. only. No respon- 
sibility is accepted with rogard to ony 
parcel, unless Registered, and then only to 
the amount of $10,
